CABINET GOSSIP. 


One ofBlalne'i Admirer* Interviewed 


Nsw YOBX, December 27.—Hon. Jas. 


F. Joy, ot Michigan, was enjoying a 
ctroll in the corridors of the Filth Ave 
nn« Hotel to-day when a reporter aaked 
him if the people oi his State were urg 
ing a special candidate (or the Cabinet 
He said: 


"Not that I know of." 
•'How about General Alger for the 


Naiy?" 


"I don't think the people of my State 


are urging the claims of anyone, but the 
whole country at large is anxious to Bee 
Mr. Blaine in the Cabinet as Secretary 
of State. The place U his by right. He 
made the Republican victory possible 
No sooner had President Cleveland de- 
clared in favor of free trade than Mr 
Blaine promptly answered his message 
from Paris, and big answer was the key 
noto of the campaign upon which we 
won the election. Then, when he re- 
turned from Europe, he did not sulk in 
a tent, but went forth and stumped the 
country for General Harrison and the 
Republican party. He was in the front 
rank all the time and bis services CBDDO 
be overestimated. When he goes in as 
Secretary of State the country will be 
satisfied." 


Nsw YORI, December 28. —Three 


members of the New York delegation 
called upon Kassell Harrison at the Gil- 
aey House to-day. They heard.that jn»t 
a week ago taut Tuesday to two of their 
fello* delegates yonng Mr. Harrison 
had said: "I give you my word, gentle- 
men, not a single Cabinet plaoa has 
been offered to anybody." The three 
callers wanted a confirmation or denial 
of this report. They are all Miller men, 
bat they agreed it was not personal 
fealty, bat party harmony which led 
them to ask for light and Mr. Harrison 
met them (rankly in the spirit in which 
they came, He said be believed the 1st 
of February would be timo enough to 
present anybody's Cabinet claims to the 
General.

Indian valley ii the largest and fines 


ol a chain of mountain valleys lying in 
Plnmas county, which are peculiar onl; 
to this portion ot the Sierra system; now 
aptly and consistently termed, the "Cal 
ifornia Alps." 
The elevation of tb 


valley is about 3,400 feet. The climate 
of the Spring, Sommer and Autumn -is 
delightful; that of Winter being some- 
what severe; suggesting that of the 
Eastern States. Fine weather frequent- 
ly extends as late as Ohrmtmas; ant 
warm, Spring days begin early in March 
Indian valley may be taken as a type ol 
the entire class, and a description ol its 
environments T, ill give an idea of them 
all. 
Majeatif timber-clad mountains, 


fiom two to three thousand feet higher 
than the valley itsolf, completely enoir 
cle it, save the cleft leading out into the 
grand canyqn of the Koith Fork of tht- 
Feather river.
